The first all steel boilers ever built on 
the Pacific coast. There will be 19,- 
000 square feet of heating surface, and 
any boiler er any number of them 
can be cut out without interfering 
with the others. She will have a hy- 
draulic steering apparatus so that

An independent steam fire engine, in 
which steam can be raised in three 
minutes, will force water through six 


quarter-inch pipes leading all over the 
vessel, which will have hydrants at 
convenient places. There will be used 
in the construction 2000 tons of iron 
and 2,000,000 feet of lumber, and she 
will cost nearly $300,000. There will 
be pieces of timber 24 inches square 
without a knot. She will be ready 
for the water by the middle of Sep- 
tember, and it is thonght that her ap- 
pearance will be the sequal for im- 
portant changes in time-cards and run- 
ning arrangements, which will be of 
interest to the town of Reno.
